Tomorrow ends th open season for 
both quail and rablts, and in open­ 
ing these remarks Uptight as well be 
said at the outset ta t this has been 
the poorest quail seaon that hunters 
in this county have aver known. 
Hunters hereabout have found the 
birds scarce and exremely hard to 
get. Limit bags hat) been unusual. 
In previous years, the first 
day's 
hunting has been tin best day of the 
season, and the hunir who failed to 
get out upon that ay might expect 
hard sledding in his hunts. 
Among the peculialties that mark­ 
ed this season was tht the first day’s 
hunt was without pilings for a good­ 
ly share of hunters. A few days be­ 
fore the season ope ad there was a 
rain, and it was suposed 
that the 
coming up of green grass had scat­ 
tered the birds. 
As long as the dry 
spell is on the huntr can count on 
finding the flocks wiqin a reasonable 
distance of water, hit after a rain 
the birds fly far frni 
their 
usual 
haunts. 
They will tat enough mois­ 
ture in dew and gren grass to do 
them without going liar the watering 
places that were nepssary to 
their 
existence during 
th 
late 
summer 
months. 
However, lr. some Instances where 
birds had been seen during the late 
dry months, the flock seemed to have 
migrated so tar that Jie^ have never 
returned. 
Again, some good laming has been 
found in spots where ild-time hunters 
say that birds have nit been seen for 
years. 
The Long season 
When it became kmwn that the law 
was such that there /ould be a long 
season on quail, staring in Oct. 15 
and ending Dec. 31, a food many local 
sportsmen declared I would

the annihilation of ti* quail in this 
county, which at best .ave had a hard

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Annual Report of Commission 
to Governor is Qne Full 
of Interest 


In the twenty-fourth biennial re­ 
port of the Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners to the Governor, ac­ 
counting for its stewardship of the 
license - moneys contributed toward 
conservation by hunters and fisher­ 
men of California, fresh from the state 
presses, appears a wealth of informa­ 
tion of great interest to sportsmen. 
For example: 
The value of the 
public resources in Ash and game la 
suggested 
by 
the 
conservatively- 
reached estimate that the known 156,- 
000 hunting and 85,000 angling lic­ 
enses of 1915 expended not less than 
twenty million dollars in the pursuit 
of fish and game. 
The legal department points with 
some pride to the fact that the Fish 
and dame Commission not only made 
more arrests in the last two fiscal 
years than in any other like biennial 
period, bat that of the 832 fish and 
1,205 game cases brought, no less 
than 1,742 resulted In conviction, a 
percentage of 83.6, far ahead of that 
obtained in any other class of cases 
of like degree. The fines from these 
convictions 
aggregate 
$33,415, and 
3,103% days of jail was added. 
The cases were divided roughljtinto 
deer, 227; trout, IOO; song-bird cases 
reached the astonishing total of 118; 
while the deputies made 612 searches 
of markets, restaurants, conveyences, 
for suspected illegal fish and game.

Use the gauge and you may find 
that one of the tubes is leaking slow­ 
ly. Look into the gear-box once each 
month at least. The owner of a new 
car forgot to do this and after run­ 
ning three months discovered that 
there was no lubricant of any kind in 
the gear-box.
